In spite dr the? constant reports of the 
speedy suppression of the rebellion in Al- 
geria the rebels continue to flourish and 
the French commanders demand additions 
to their forces.. As soon as the French 
armies achieve some trifling successes and 
drive back the insurgents the light-footed 
sons of the desert, shifting about like the 
treacherous sands of their country, disap- 
peur in order to loom up in another and 
distant part of the colony, keeping the 
French in this manner in a Constant state 
of vexation and alarm. But lately subdded 
at a considerable cost of treasure and hu- 
man lives in the provinces of Algiers and 
Constantine, the revolt has broken out 
with renewed. vigor in the province of 
Oran. Nevertheless the French authorities 
continue to telegraph that the revolt has 
Leen definitely suppressed, while the mail 
reports tell a widely-different tale. These 
dispatches savor somewhat of the 
famous Russian reports in ‘regard 
to the Caucasian war, in which invariably 
two hundred and fifty Circassians were 
killed, but always only one Russian, al- 
theugh the dispatch always ended by stat- 
ing that re-enforcements had beensent to 
the Russians. The insurrection has broken 
out most inopportunely for France, whose 
finances cannot afford any unnecessary ex- 
pense, and that the amount sunk in this 
war is not insignificant may be calculated 
if we consider that well-informed persons 
estimate the cost ot the armies in Algeria 
at twice the cost oi the Freuch army vf lu- 
vasion of Mexico for the same period,, and 
we all know how costly that ill-fated expe- 
dition was. Beside this immense ouilay 
for the troops the damage inflicted on the 
French residents of the colony, as well as 
the injury caused to trade and other inſer- 
ests, is likewise very great, as it necessarily 
must be to any country forming a seat of 
war. So much the worse for poor Fraace, 
of whom may be said truly that misfor- 
tunes seldom come singly.

blest son of the church. The only ban- 
ner under which the descendant of Sr. 
Loris could enter France, the Pope went 
on, was the white banner of the lilies, the 
emblem of absolute monarchy, and this 
was the only one which he (the Popc) could 
bless and support with his prayers. This 
letter produced an immense impression on 
the fantastic spirit of the Count of Cham- 
bord, and in consequence he issued his 
proclamation, which, by destroying all 
hopes of a fusion of the Bourbons, created 
great dissatisfaction in the ranks of the 
royalists. Hence their zeal for the restora- 
tion of the temporal authority of the Pope 
cooled off considerably when they learned

A Calumny 0 orrocted. 

A good deal of indignation was caused 
last year by the report of the cruel treat- 
ment of the inhabitants of the French vil- 
tage of Bazeilles by the Bavarian troops. 
This report, which obtained general circu- 
lation by means of a letter of the Duke of 
Fita James to the London Times, state 
that about two thousand inhabitants of the 
village, men, women, and children, had 
miserably perished by the flames into 
which they had been thrust by the merci- 
ess Bavarians. Although this report was 
declared to bs untrue at once by the 
Bavaiians, the stigma of horrible cruelty 
was never wholly removed from them, un- 
til lately the commander of the Bavarian 
troops in the French war, General Vor 
Der Tans, the same that was defeated in 
the second battle near Orleans, instituted 
special inquiries in rezard to the losses sus- 
tained by the inhabitants of the village. 
In a letter to. the Augsburger Allgemeine 
Zeitung, the General states that he had 
taken the pains to obtain from the Maire 
of Bazeilles, M. Bettomet, detailed 
accounts of the numbers of per- 
sons that perished on that memorable 
day. From tif account of the French 
authorities it appears that the report of the 
noble Duke was a gross exaggeration, and 
that the asserted atrocities were a mere 
fabrication. The village was not set afire 
on purpose, but by bembshells fired at the 
French troops, and- the total number of 
dead, wounded, or missing. of a population 
of two thousand and forty-eight, was only 
thirty-nine. Of these, two women, three 
children, and three men were either burned 
or stifled before any Germans came near 
the village, while one woman and thirty 
men were killed or wounded during the 
conflict.

In 1867 he again resumed his old busi- 
nessa, and in connection with it established his 
Gift Enterprise, or Monthiy Drawings, which, 
though conducted on a very small scale at 
first, s00n assumed colossal proportions, and be- 
came famous all over the Union.

THE ‘LOUISVILLE MARKET . 


A Magnificent Structure in she Central 
Portion of the City 

Away from home, Louisville is ee tor 
her superior markets, the splendid meats, reg- 
etables and fruits offered and sold to ber cit 
ens; and for some magnificent market houses. 
New enterprises in market houses have been the 
order of the day in this city for several years, 
and now it is a pleagant duty to introduce to 
the public the new Louisville Market, situated 
on the north side of Market street, between 
Sixth and Seventh. 

This beautiful building was constructed by H. 
Wedekind & Co., after the designs of Mr. Van 
Seggern, and is 65 feet front by 160 feet deep, 
The ground floor is subdivided into fifty apart: 
ments, suitable for butchers, gardeners, oysters, 
fish. and game-dealers and hot coffce-stands, all 
ef which are engaged and completed by those 
occupying them. Every stall is furnished with 
suitable ice-chests, benches, blocks, coops, &c., 
which render the institution perfect for clean- 
liness and beauty. The main market 
is largely supplied with gas and 
water, and the ventilation is perfect, 
there being eight small windows and two large 
ones on the east side, and the front and rear are 
so constructed as to be thrown entirely open. 
The building is so arranged that a large wagon 
can be driven in at the Market-street entrance, 
and pass on around and out Seventh street with- 
out interfering in the least with anybody else's 
wagon. Mr. Phil. Lotich, the famous restaurant 
man, has leased a stall in this market. and will 
conduct a business in fish, oysters, and game. 
The market will be occupied by sone of the best 
butchers and gardeners with which the city is 
blessed. 

The lower floor of this building is 16 feet in 
the clear; the second 20 feet, and the third 16 
feet. The second and third floors are to be sub- 
divided into balls and lodge rooms, The largest 
hall on the second flomr is % by 78 feet, and suit- 
able fox balls, tableaux, banquets, &c., and will 
be rented for such purposes. The third floor has 
two fine halls that will be rented to parties to be 


used as lodge rooms. 


This is one of the finest edifices that have been 
constructed in Louisville this year, and mate- 
rially adds to the appearance of the portion of 
the city in which it is situated. The new market 
will de opened to the public on Saturday morn- 
ing, August 26. 

REV. J. BROOKS BROWN. 
He Ends His Career at Elizabeth. 
town. 


Yesterday's issue contained an account of the 
arrest, after ten years’ absence, of J. Brooks 
Brown, Esq., at Elizabethtown. for debt con- 
tracted with James I. Reid. of this city, and of 
bis incarceration in jail. After he had bees in 
jail an hour or two, some of his friends paid 
him a visit, and ascertained that he had joined 
the ““Seven-day Baptists” in California. This is 
a new religion. and it seems that its people be- 
lieve that the wrath of God has already been 
spent over the face of the earth, and that all 
who may die hereafter will be taken into the 
arms of the Saviour without any further 
trouble. They seem to be convinced that Satur- 
day is Sunday, and that to transact any kind of 
Dusiness on that day is the worst kind of sin. 
Upon the latter clause Brown refused to have 
anything to do with the Sheriff of Hardin 
county when he wanted to arrest him. He told 
his visiting friends that if it was the Lord's will 
for him to be confined, and there was any chance 
of saving «a single soul by it, he was 
willing to undergo all the tribulations. He 
seemed to be in constant prayer for his safe de- 
livery from prison. The attorney for Brown 
succeeded in fung a slight flaw in the indict- 
ment that caused the prisoner's arrest, and upon 
this succeeded in obtaining his release on a 
habeas corpus. After Brown's release, Mr. Reid 
visited his attorney and procured another war- 
rant, which.was drawn — and handed 
to the sheriff, but when the latter began his 
search for Brown, it was ascertained that he 
had left the town by the “mysterious route,“ 
and since that time nothing has been heard of 
him. The result of this little transaction is Mr, 
Reid bemg out of pocket about $75, and Rev. Mr.

1800 AT CRAB ORCHARD. 
Another C hapter in in an Old Garrard- 
County Feud. 

Wednesday afternoon, after the close of the 
day's races at Crab Orchard, a difficulty occur. 
refi near the Springs hotel between Grove Ken- 
nedy, from Garrard, and George Dollings, a 
watchman at the springs. Kennedy accused Dol- 
lings of calling bis (Kennedy's) father a damned 
Har. Friends on both sides took part; two or 
three pistols were fired, but the parties were sep- 
arated without any one being badly hurt. 

Thureday eve the trouble was renewed at 
the Hardin H and fifteen or twenty shots 
fired. During the melee Doliings was shot so 
badly that his life is despaired of, and Frank 
Smith, a citizen of Crab Orchard, was shot twice 
and died instantly. It ie said that he 
was taking no part in the affray, but was only 
acting as spectator. George Best was also se- 
verely wounded. Who killed Smith is not posi- 
tively known, but it was conceded that Dollings 
was shot by George Best, a friend of Kennedy. 
The affair originated from an oldSGarrard-coun- 
ty feud, and it is feared that the end is not yet. 
The Kennedys are a bold, reekless set, and the 
one engaged in the Crab Orchdrd affair has 
heretofore killed two men in rencoun- 
ters. Dollings has a large circle of friends and 
kinemen. 

So well known was the character of these men, 
and eo confident were the predictions that there 
would be a bloody row, that several persons, 
who had gone to Crab Orchard to attend the 
ra es. deemed it prudent to abandon the sport 
and ret urn to their homes.
